Part of Marrln 
college was unroofed and the water- 
works plant was destroyed. Eight 
freight cars on the Illinois Central 
switch at the depot at Clinton were 
blown from the track. The Baptist 
ehnreti at Hickman was destroyed by 
wind. A large number of tenant houses 
and barns were blown down in Fulton 
and Hickman rountlet, ..nd th« lOM of 
property is large. 

Street Undermined. 

Owenpboro, Ky., March 11. — A cloud- 
burst did great damage. The sewer 
at Main and Davles streets bunt and 

a torrent of water poured into the 
opening and the streets were torn up 
for some distance about 50 feet in di- 
ameter and 26 feet deep. A large 
water main was undermined and broke 
in two, and this added to thf> fury of 
the waters pouring into a large open- 
ing, and created a roar like a water- 
fall. Davles and Main streets were 
undermined for many feet, there being 
only a top crust of macadam, and un- 
derneath the appearance of a mam- 
moth cavern through which swept a 
mad stream of water. Portions of the 
streets eared in: Anderson's big dc- 
partment store has been undermined 
and is In great danger. The street 
caved in within four feet of Temple 
theater, and that building Is also In 
danger. The electric light and tele- 
phone poles were swept into the big 
hole. The electric light and the gas 
■trric* ia abut off. 



In North Texas. 
Houston, Tex., March 11.— News of 
the storm is now coming from north- 
east Texas. The casualties were small 
considering the amoant of territory 
▼Isited. but there are four dead and 
fire believed to be dying at Wills 
Point, where the property loss will 
reach $100,000. Five persons were 
badly hurt at New Boston, none fatal- 
ly. A number of small houses were 
wrecked. The property loss will reacb 
175,000. At Blossom no one was seri- 
ously Injured, but the damage to resi- 
dences was great At and near Emery. 
Raines county, one man was killed and 
several persons were hurt, two seri- 
ouly. The damage to property was 
heavy. The wind was accompanied by 
heary rain, which, with hail, did con- 
siderable damage In the rural dis- 
tricts. The storm was first reported 
from Uvakio, on the Mexican border, 
where a church was wrecked. 

Gale at Chicago. 
Chicago, March 11. — One of the 
worst wind storms of the season 
struck Chicago and damaged property 

throughout the city to the extent !>!' 
1175,000. Many plate glass windovs 
were blown in. Telegraph and tele- 
phone companies were the worst suf- 
ferers and it will be some time before 
order can be restored. Thousands of 
poles were blown down and Chicago 
was for a time Isolated from the west 
^d northwest by tetophone and tele- 
gmpb. The storai Is betlered to hars 
been most severe In southern Wiscon- 
sin. Along a short stretch of the Mil 
waukee road in southern Wisconsin 
(00 telegraph poles are down. 

Wires Down. 
Orud Rapids, March 11. — Dis- 
patches from Tarious points in west- 
ern Michigan Indicate that the wind, 
sleet and rain storm ha!, almost par- 
alyzed the state telephone service. 
The 60-wlr« state Use of the Michigan 
Telephone company, about Ionia, Is a 
mass of tangled wire and broken 

poles. Tht> Citizens' company Is crip- 
pled fully as bad as the Mic higau. At 
St. Joseph the Bell suffered a loss of 
$6,000 from the storm. In Benton Har- 
bor the wires are all down and serrice 
BO crippled it will taka MYorgl days 
to make repairs. 

Deadly Darts. 

Little Rock, March 11. — A heavy 
rain, wind and thunder storm, accom- 
panied by lightning, visited Arkansas. 
At Van Buren UgbUlng struck the res- 
idence of James Horrell, rendertag 
wife unconscious. A boy was knocked 
down in the street. At Conway 15 bus- 
lliess houses were unroofed, three oth 
era blown down and wmaw stores flood- 
ed. Reports from Pine Prairie say 

that a cyclone struck there, wrecking 

everything in its path.

New ttkm. March 11.— PobUo tele- 
phones on street comers, like lire- 

alarm l)oxes, will noon be erected in 
New Haven. They will he Incased in 
aluminum boxes, the height and shape 
9t fire or police alarm boxes. On each 
of four sides of each telephone will be 
the sign of the public telephone. The 
boxes will be ordinarily locked, and 
can be opened by dropping into a slot 
a coin, which is recoverable when the 
door is opened. When the door has 
been so opened, the process of obtain- 
ing a telephone connection will be 
precisely the same as at any pay sta- 
tion, a directory being hung Inside the 
box. The door of the box will be so ar- 
ranged that it will shut automatically 
when the receiver i.s hung \ip after use.

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Deep Ke<l Sky hikI KhIii Tliat Keseiii- 
blps Drops of Hlorxl. 

Palermo, Sicily, March 11. — A heavy 
red cloud extended over the city, the 

sky being a deep red. The rain now 
falling resembles drops of blood. This 
phenomenon, called "bloody rain," is 
attributed to dust from African dr s 
erta, transported by the heavy south 
wind now blowing. The phenomenon 
extends over southern Italy. At Romv 
the sky Is yellow, and at Naples a rain 
of sand has fallen, the heavens being 
dark red. 



Trouble at Naval Observatory. 

Washington. March 11. — Tt appears 
that the trouble at the naval observ- 
atory is not altogether of a mer(>ly per- 
sonal nature. It involves the old ques- 
tion whether the observatory should 
be under the superlntendency of a line 
officer of the navy or of a professional 
astronomer. The latter view has been 
held by the astronomical profession at 
large and also by such secretaries as 
Secretary Tracy and Secretary Long. 
This Is founded not so much on any 
impossibility of finding persons quali 
fled in the line of the navy or upon 
any dissatisfaction with the present 
Incumbent as upon the fact that tht 
frequent changes of duty to which u:i 
val offlcers are suhjin t prevent COnti 
nuity of administration. 

Plague at Cape Town. 
Cape Town. March 11.— The official 
report regarding the progress of the 
bubonic plague in Cape Town since 
the outbreak show a total of 22' deaths 
and 102 cases. The Malays gathered 
to (jppose the removal of a Malay who 
had been attacked by the disease, and 
of sereral persons who had eome 
contact with the victim. The police 
were overpowered and the persons 
who had come Into contact with the 
Malay made their escape. In the event 
of a repetition of this experience it 
will be necessary to employ an armed 
force, so that trouble Is anticipated. 

William's Message. 

Berlin, Mar( h 1 1 — To I'rince I. nit 
pokl, rt'gent of l!:i\;irja, who will com 
plete his eiuiitieth \f ar March 12. Em- 
peror William has sent the following 
dispatch: "It is with the most painful 
regret that I am compelled to be ab 
sent from you upon the day when you 
complete your eightieth year, but I 
shall feel near you in spirit, with feel 
ings of deepest gratitude. My eldest 
son must represent me." 

Killed Two Men. 

Hindman, Ky., March 11.— Riifu^

In the death of the venerable John G. 
Hickman, Mayaville loaaa a citizen whom 
it can b« truly taid all loved and ee- 

teemed. 

The long and uteiul life of this good 
man wat broaght to a peaeehil oloae 

early Sunday morning at the family resi- 
dence on West tiecond street. His de- 
cliaa bad been gradaa). He suffered 
from no particular diseaee, but slowly 
life'H vital forces bad been ebbing away 
for several years. During bis last days 
bis mind at times would dwell upon the 
companions of bis younger years, and be 
would recall the pUasant trieod^hips of 
the long ago. He delighted, too, to apeak 
of tbe intimate friends of later years. For 
him death had no terror. During the 
paat week or two bia condition had 
grown more aerlous, bnt it waa not 
alarming. On Saturday evening he was 
able to partake of a lunch between 7 
and 8 o'olook. Daring tha night there 
was a sudden change for tha went, tbe 
end coming at 2 o'clock. 

Mr. Hiekmaa waa born at Washing- 
ton, this coontyt and waa in tbe eiKbty- 
second year of bis age. He was a son of 
David and Caroline (Green) Hickman, 
his ancestor^ coming to this county from 
Maryland. Daring bii acbool days he 
was a companion and classmate of Dr. 
Forman, the noted miaaionary. At tbe 
tima of hit daath Mr. Hiekman waa the 
oldeatlmembar of the Mason County Bar. 
For long yaara he had enjoyed a most en- 
viable atandfng among the lawyers of 
this section. While ranking among the 
best members of the bar, be never as- 
pired to ofBoe. In 1878, however, he was 
aolicited to make the race for Judge of 
the Criminal Court of this district, and 
did ao aa an independent candidate, his 
opponent being Judge Hargis. The re- 
aalt of that race was a proof of tbe 
high eateem in which -be was held in 
tbia county. Tboagb defeated for tbe 
position, be carried the eoanty of Maaon 
(usually safely Democratic) by a msijor- 
ity of Boventy-seven. On account of his 
failing strength he retfrad from active 
pra( tice several years ago and spent his 
last days at his comfortable borne on 
Weat Seeond atreet. Mr. Hiokitaan's life 
wafi 88 an open hook, known and read of 
all men. A model citizen, a noble man, 
an azamplary Cbriatian baa bean aatlad 
to biH eternal rest and reward. 

Mr. Hickman is survived by one aon, 
Mr. Sam T. Hickman, assistant post- 
. maatar. His wife, who waa Miaa Pbwbe 
loman (a daughter of tho late Qeo. L. 
Forman), died in 1865. His only sister, 
Mrs. B. H. Ranaon, died in 1889. 

Mr. Hickman waa one of the oldeat 
members of tbe First Presbyterian 
Charcb, and the funeral aervice will be 
condoetad Toaaday at 10 a. m. at tha
